WASHINGTON (IT H - Sur­ 
geon General Luther L. Terry an­ 
nounced plans Wednesday for an 
"unbiased" study how smoking 
effects a person s health. It will 
he conducted under joint spon­ 
sorship of the government and 
several private organisations. 
One of those joining in the 
project is the tobacco institute, 
a leading .spokesman for the in­ 


dustry. The industry has frequent­ 
ly challenged conclusions of stud 
ies purporting to show a direct 
link between cigarette smoking 
and lung cancer. 
The American Cancer Society is 
among the other organizations par­ 
ticipating. 
1 Terry said an unbiased "expert 
panel" of 12 leading scientists will 


be selected from a prospective 
list, of about 150. He said any in­ 
dividual who has taken a strong 
public position on the question 
would be eliminated. 
Although the effects of smoking 
on health will he a prime project 
'of the panel, the study also will 
I cover other factors which may be 
dangerous to health, such as air 
pollution and automobile exhaust.

The origin of the herd is some­ 
thing of a mystery, One account 
has it the ponies descended from 
horses surviving Rye wreck of a 
Spanish galleon in the 17th cen­ 
tury. Another is that colonists 
used the island as a natural cor­ 
dal for their horses.

Sophisticated Economics 


Professor Jame.s T. S. Porterfield, of Stanford 
rniversit\', ha.s some new and startling ideas about 
capital investments: 
‘*lf logic ruled, an Increase in the dividend should 
not be interpreted as a bulli.sh signal. Instead, it should 
be a confession by the company that it no longer has 
anything better to do with its funds. 
A reduction in 
the dividend — or better yet. its complete elimination 
—.should often lie regai’ded as a highly favorable de­ 
velopment.” 
Of course, according to this logic, the investor 
does not count at all. He puts up his money and lorgets 
about it. This is called “sophi.sticated economics.” Do 
not pay a dividend, unless you fear a .stockholders’ 
suit. Hold on to the money, .so that new properties 
may be acquired. Not that the company needs acqui­ 
sitions. It is getting along all right. Its originators all 
got rich in the company, but they sold out to fix up 
their estates for their heirs, to fix a valuation on their 
properties. Maybe, they retained on equity, selling 
for partly cash, partly stock in the new company. 


Then come the bright enterprisers who need to 
build a small enterprise into growth by acquisitions. 
Rut the acquisitions must be diversified. .So what 
was originally maybe a company to manufacture 
Jujubes is now, in addition to the jujubes, making 
hub caps, the cone of a missile, heel lifts and the 
Lord only knows what. 


Also management has .set in. The enterpriser 
usually knows nothing about management which is the 
capacity to handle numerous details and petty men. 
The enterpri.ser understands finance 
He under.stands 
how to bring together a plausible enterprise, to make 
an exposition to bankers, w’ho are concerned with the 
di.spasal of money without loss, and to create an image 
which will encourage 'without .SF.C violations» those 
who buy .stocks to buy his 'without making forbidden 
promi.ses'. 
Mind, the enterpriser performs a very u.seful task 
because he is able to find capital and to put it to 
work, .\l.so he finds and hires competent management. 
If the management is incompetent, the entei*priser 
is sunk and his name is Mud. Only too often an en­ 
terpriser believes that because he knows how to 
handle money, he knows how to manage a business. 
This is as f?.l>e as to say that l>ecause a jockey can 
ride a hor.se, he is a horse 
Management is raix‘ly to be Iru ted to rememlier 
who owns the business. In its enthusia.sm it only too 
often believes that it owns the hu.siness, .Management, 
in the United States, has, for many year.s, regarded 
itself as an elite. Its members lielonged to the best 
clubs, the dues of which were paid by their enter- 
pri.ses. They entertained customers and their wives 
and their friends and their wives at the company’s 
expen.se in order to maintain the company image. 
A President rode in a private plane, which the com­ 
pany owned, and drove in a Cadillac which the 
company also owned and which was driven by a 
company chauffeur. 
But what about the stockholder** 1’he .smaller and 
newer companies cannot afford luxuriant management 
and dividends, too. 


Rut what Professor Porterfield and other eco­ 
nomists need to rememlier Is that investments are 
made to produce capital benefits; that the capital­ 
ist system depends uptin the constant reinvestment 
of wealth produced out of profits and dividends; 
that when investments do not seem iwoiitable. the 
investor unloads his stock, taking a small Initial 
loss rather than waiting for a total loss. 


Perhaps the Prole.s.sor dues not under.stand why 
human lieings are so .selfi.sh as to want to return on 
their money He .« ay.s: 
“New companies and others without a lecord of 
con.si.stent dividends should think carefully Ix-fore es- 
tahli.shing a payout pattern on dividends In thi.s way, 
they can avoid limiting management .s freedom of 
action in .seeking the l>est |M>.^sible long-run return on 
their .shareholders’ inve.stment " 
But most shareholders are not inteie.sted in a 
“long-run rtdurn” They may t>e dead when the “ long- 
run” comes around. They want their return as wxm 
a.s possible, so that they can use their own money 
as they choo.se. 
'Fhe trouble with the new-fangled eeonomi.sts is 
that they do not understand that the public think.s in 
old-fa.shioned terms, such a.s one plus one eipials t .vo 
and that if you .sub.stract one from one, nothing re­ 
mains Zero is an unplea.sant numliei

Laos Pact Our Riskiest Bet Since End Of War 


WASmNGTON 
The agreement on Laos, which 
iiecretary of State Dean Rusk has 
jus^ signed at Geneva, is certain­ 
ly the ri.skiest bet the United 
States has made in any agree­ 
ment with the Soviets since the 
era of F'ranklin Roosevelt’s war­ 
time negotiations with Josef Stal­ 
in 
Hence it is well to note, at the 
very ouf.set, that this risky bet 
ha.s been made with the unani­ 
mous concurrence of the leaders 
of both political parties in Con- 
gre.ss, including former President 
Eisenhower. 
The U. S. bet is that the gen­ 
uine neutrality of Laos will be 
enforced by a government head­ 
ed by the capricious “neutral­ 
ists.” Prince Souvanna Phouma, 
and including representatives of 
the Communist as well as the 
pro-Western factions in Laos. The 
hot will be lost if any of the fol­ 
lowing things oc'cur. 
First, it will be lost if the bal­ 
ance within the patched-up gov­ 
ernment of Prince Souvanna Pho­ 
uma shifts in the end to the Com­ 
munist side. This is entirely pos­ 
sible, if not downright probable. 
.Second, the bet will t)e lost if 
Nikita 
S. 
Khrushchev did not 
mean our kind of neutrality when 
he assured President Kennedy at 
Vienna that all he wanted was a 
.strictly neutral Laos. As Khrush­ 
chev often uses words like the 
\Nhite Queen, making them mean 
whatever he pleases, this is also 
entirely possible, if not down­ 
right probable.

For the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission, after exahustive study,

of doing 
exactly 
what 
the 
AM.A

charged the federal government 
with wanting to do under the 
medical care bill—namely, mono­ 
polizing 
medical 
and 
hospital 
practice. 
What the Kansas City doctors 
did. 
according 
to 
the 
formal 
charge of the FTC. was to re­ 
strict free enterpri.se in .supply­ 
ing blood to Kan.sa.s and Mi.s.souri 
hospitals. 
If ycHi were a patient at one 
of the.se hospitals, you had to buy 
blood from the blcxxi bank oper­ 
ated by the doctors and the hos­ 
pitals. 
Vou couldn’t get it out­ 
side. 
This gave the doctors a mono­ 
poly. 
A patient on the operating 
table dix>sn’t argue alxiut where 
he gets his blood, even if it casts 
him more, and the PPC charges 
that 26 pathologi.st.s who handle 
the 
tran.sfusion 
and 
testing of 
blood are in the driver's seat 
as far as buying blood in the 
Kansas City area is concerned. 
According to the 
official FTC 
charge “the medical doctors re­ 
sponsible for the care of patients 
at the hospital rely on the patho­ 
logists in securing this blood sup­ 
ply, as do the admini.strative of­ 
ficials of the hospital.” 
And the pathologi.st.s with the 
connivance of certain hospitals 
operated their own Community 
Blood Bank, barring blcxxJ from 
two free enterprise blood hank.s 
—the Midwest and World blood 
hank.s, 
Real Soetalized Medicine 
In brief, the pafhologi.sts and 
the hospitals around Kan.sas City 
were practicing restrictive soc'ial- 
Ized medicine by keeping private 
enterpri.se blood banks out. This 
is exactly what the AM A charged 
the medicare bill ,would do. 
In case after ca.se in Kansas 
City, patients would order bloixi 
from the Midwest or World Blood 
Banks and the blood would be 
delivered to the hospital, only 
to have it rejected by the doctors 
in favor of their own blood bank. 


In some ca.ses the cost of blood 
was almost twice as high when 
supplied by the doctor.s. 
Both the Midwe.st and World 
Blood Banks are licensed by th« 
U. S. Public Health Service to 
ship 
In 
interstate 
commerce, 
according to the FTC, and ara 
thoroughly competent to deliver 
blood anywhere in the area. Mid­ 
west has been operating ever 
since 1955, 
In 1957, however, the Eisen­ 
hower Administration turned over 
$85,000 
worth 
of 
government 
bank equipment to local doctor.! 
and they set up their own bank. 
The Kan.sas City ca.se, when It 
goes to trial Sept. 11, may give 
interesting insight into why the 
AM A 
has 
been 
so 
vehement 
against government insurance to 
pay for oldsters’ hospital bill!. 
The proposed medicare hill did 
not tmich doctors’ fees, only hos- 
pitiil expen.ses, and it was sus­ 
pected that AM.A opposition was 
becau.se some doctors had in- 
ve.stments in hospitals or supply 
services — despite 
their 
Hippo­ 
cratic Oath to put the puhlia 
welfare ahead of financial gain.

A Pause, Not 
A Recession 


All the important statistical returns for 
the last three months are in, but instead of 
helping business analysts get a line on the 
economic outlook, they seem to have deepened 
their uncertainty. 
Results of the second quarter may have 
been disappointing to the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers, but perhaps the council 
members didn t look quite close enough. 
The council reported that the gross national 
product in the second quarter rose by $7 billion 
to a record annual rate of $552 billion. The 
gain was little better than dhe first-quarter in­ 
crease and quite a distance from the $570 bil­ 
lion rate set by the administration, perhaps too 
optimistically. 
The figures suggest that the recovery may 
have come to a pause. But whether it s a pre­ 
lude to a renewed upturn or the start of another 
recession, the fifth since World War II, is any­ 
body’s guess. Certainly the evidence is not 
sufficient to support talk that a recession is 
on the way. 
And the figures are not as dark as seen 
by some experts. The results of the last quarter 
may not have come up to highest expectations, 
but a $7 billion rise in the GNP is still on the 
plus side. 
Furthermore, General Motors reported rec­ 
ord sales and earnings for the first half of 
this year, eclipsing the mark set in 1955, the 
automobile industry’s biggest year. What's good 
for General Motors should he almost good 
enough for pessimistic economists.

Sophisticated Economics 


Professor Jam es T. 
S. 
Porterfield, 
of Stanford 
University, has som e new and startling ideas about 
capital investments: 
“ If logic ruled, an increase in the dividend should 
not be interpreted as a bullish signal. Instead, it should 
be a confession by the company that it no longer has 
anything better to do with its funds. A reduction in 
the dividend — or better yet, its complete elimination 
—should often lie regarded as a highly favorable d e ­ 
velopment." 
Of course, according to this logic, the investor 
does not count at all. He puts up his money and forgets 
about it. This is called “ sophisticated economics." Do 
not pay a dividend, unless you fear a stockholders’ 
suit. Hold on to the money, so that new properties 
m ay be acquired. Not that the company needs acqui­ 
sitions. It is getting along all right. Its originators all 
got rich in the company, but they sold out to fix up 
their estates for their heirs, to fix a valuation on their 
properties. 
Maybe, they retained on equity, selling 
for partly cash, partly stock in the new company. 


Then rome the bright enterprisers who need to 
build a small enterprise into growth by acquisitions. 
But the acquisitions must lie diversified. So what 
was originally maybe a company to manufacture 
Jujubes is now, in addition to the jujubes, making 
huh raps, the cone of a m issile, heel lifts and the 
Lord only knows what. 


Also 
m anagem ent has 
set 
in. 
The 
enterpriser 
usually knows nothing about management which is the 
capacity to handle numerous details and petty men. 
The enterpriser understands finance. He understands 
how to bring together a plausible enterprise, to m ake 
an exposition to hankers, who are concerned with the 
disposal of money without loss, and to create an image 
which will encourage (without SEC violations^ those 
who buy stocks to buy his (without making forbidden 
promises*. 
Mind, the enterpriser performs a very useful task 
because he is able to find capital and to put it to 
work. Also he finds and hires competent m anagement. 
If the m anagem ent is incompetent, the enterpriser 
is sunk and his nam e is Mud. Only too often an en­ 
terpriser 
believes 
that 
because 
he 
knows how 
to 
handle money, he knows how to m anage a business. 
This is as false as to say that because a jockey can 
ride a horse, he is a horse. 
Management is rarely to be trusted to rem em ber 
who owns the business. In its enthusiasm it only too 
often believes that it owns the business. M anagement, 
in the United States, has, for m any years, regarded 
itself as an elite. Its mem bers belonged to the best 
clubs, the dues of which were paid by their enter­ 
prises. They entertained customers and their wives 
and their friends and their wives at the com pany's 
expense in order to maintain the company image. 
A President rode in a private plane, which the com ­ 
pany 
owned, 
and 
drove 
in 
a 
Cadillac 
which the 
company also owned and which was driven by a 
company chauffeur. 
But what about the stockholder? The smaller and 
newer companies cannot afford luxuriant m anagem ent 
and dividends, too. 


Blit what Professor Porterfield and other eco­ 
nomists need to remember is that investments are 
made to produce capital benefits: that the capital­ 
ist system depends upon the constant reinvestment 
of wealth produced out of profits and dividends; 
that when investments do not seem profitable, the 
investor unloads his stock, taking a small initial 
loss rather than waiting for a total loss. 


Perhaps the Professor does not understand why 
human beings are so selfish as to want to return on 
their money. He says: 
“ New companies and others without a record of 
consistent dividends should think carefully before es­ 
tablishing a payout pattern on dividends. In this way, 
they can 
avoid limiting 
management s freedom 
of 
action in seeking the best possible long-run return on 
their shareholders’ investment.” 


But most shareholders are not 
interested in a 
“ long-run return.” They m ay be dead when the “ long­ 
run’' comes around. They want their return as soon 
as possible, so that they can use their own money 
as they choose. 


The trouble with the new-fangled economists is 
that they do not understand that the public thinks in 
old-fashioned term s, such as one plus one equals two 
and that if you substract one from one. nothing re­ 
mains. Zero is an unpleasant number. 
The Professor cannot change that sentiment.

Laos Pact Our Riskiest Bet Since End Of War 


WASHINGTON 
The agreement on Laos, which 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk has 
jus{ signed at Geneva, is certain­ 
ly 
the riskiest 
bet 
the United 
States has made in any agree­ 
ment with the Soviets since the 
era of Franklin Roosevelt’s w ar­ 
time negotiations with Josef Stal­ 
in. 
Hence it is well to note, at the 
very outset, that this risky bet 
has been made with the unani­ 
mous concurrence of the leaders 
of both political parties in Con­ 
gress, including former President 
Eisenhower. 
The U. S. bet is that the gen­ 
uine neutrality of Laos will be 
enforced by a government head­ 
ed by the capricious 
“ neutral­ 
ists,” Prince Souvanna Phouma, 
and including representatives of 
the Communist as well as the 
pro-Western factions in Laos. The 
bet will be lost if any of the fol­ 
lowing things occur. 
First, it will be lost if the bal­ 
ance within the patched-up gov­ 
ernm ent of Prince Souvanna Pho- 
um a shifts in the end to the Com­ 
munist side. This is entirely pos­ 
sible, if not downright probable. 
Second, the bet will be lost if 
Nikita 
S. 
Khrushchev 
did 
not 
m ean our kind of neutrality when 
he assured President Kennedy at 
Vienna that all he wanted was a 
strictly neutral Laos. As Khrush­ 
chev often uses words like the 
White Queen, making them mean

ing blood to Kansas and Missouri 
hospitals. 
lf you were a patient at one 
of these hospitals, you had to buy 
blood from the blood bank oper­ 
ated by the doctors and the hos­ 
pitals. 
You couldn't get it out­ 
side. 
This gave the doctors a mono­ 
poly. 
A patient on the operating 
table doesn’t argue about where 
he gets his blood, even if it casts 
him more, and the IT C charges 
that 26 pathologists who handle 
the 
transfusion 
and 
testing 
of 
blood 
are 
in 
the driver's seat 
as far as buying blood 
in the 
Kansas City area is concerned. 
According 
to 
the 
official 
FTC 
charge “ the medical doctors re­ 
sponsible for the care of patients 
at the hospital rely on the patho­ 
logists in securing this blood sup­ 
ply, as do the administrative of­ 
ficials of the hospital.” 
And the pathologists with the 
connivance 
of 
certain 
hospitals 
operated 
their 
own 
Community 
Blood Bank, barring blood from 
two free enterprise blood banks 
—the Midwest and World blood 
banks. 
Real Socialized Medicine 
In brief, the pathologists and 
the hospitals around Kansas City 
were practicing restrictive social­ 
ized medicine by keeping private 
enterprise blood banks out. This 
is exactly what the AMA charged 
the m edicare bill .would do. 
In case after case in Kansas 
City, patients would order blood 
from the Midwest or World Blood 
Banks and the blood would be 
delivered 
to 
the 
hospital, 
only 
to have it rejected by the doctors 
in favor of their own blood bank. 


In som e cases the cost of blood 
w as alm ost twice as high when 
supplied by the. doctors. 


Both the Midwest and World 
Blood Banks are licensed by the 
U. S. 
Public Health .Service to 
ship

com m erce, 
according to the FTI!, and are 
thoroughly competent, to deliver 
blood anyw here in the area.

been these young folks who would 
have had to carry the burden of 
the

The 
people now 65 would have paid 
nothing, 
but 
would 
have 
been 
eligible 
for 
the benefits. 
The 
youth 20 years of age would have 
had to pay for “ Medicare" every 
week for the next 45 years, with 
out receiving anything in return 
during that time, and even at 
the expiration of the 45 years, if 
he should live and if he then 
had to go to a hospital, he’d have 
to pay the first cost of each hos­ 
pital visit, up to $90. As I sec 
it. we certainly have no moral 
right to increase taxes now - 
establishing 
a 
compulsory 
tax 
resting most heavily on the young 
folks -to take care of people who 
can take care of themselves. And 
we certainly have no right to 
assume -that all people over 85 
are in need. 


The aigument that “ Medicare" 
would cost only one-half of one 
percent would not hold water for 
the simple reason that that figure 
could and would t>e 
raised to 
meet the costs in the future. The 
rate could be moved upward at 
the whim of future Congresses, 
An actuary for the Department 
of Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare testified before a Congres­ 
sional committee that th I bene­ 
fits under “ Medicare** would ex­ 
ceed 
the 
income. 
There 
was 
ample evidence presented to the 
effect that the1 plan was unsound. 
This meant that next year, and 
the next, and so on, Congress 
would have l*»en called on to 
rai>e the tax rate. 


The 
worst 
thing 
about 
the 
“ Medicare"' plan is that it is 
'socialized 
medicine 
and 
would 
constitute a dangerous step to­ 
ward out-and-out socialism. 
Its 
proponents do not call it ,social- 
ized medicine, at least in public J 
but in the end, it is one and the 
same thing. 
Those who would 
destroy our freedoms and turn 
us into a welfare state seem to 
have concentrated 
their efforts 
toward our acceptance of social­ 
ized medicine. When such a pro­ 
gram began in England, it was 
said that it would cost about IOO 
million pounds a year. The cost 
was twice that the first year, and 
in ten years it was costing 707 
million pounds a year. A promi­ 
nent British economist said: 
“ lf 
the Ended States ever got into the 
same situation as Great Britain. 
the welfare state would cost in 
Federal. State and local taxes— 
well over $100,000,000,000 a year." 


Government control of medicine 
means poorer medicine. 
Under 
the socialized system in Great 
Britain, patients may get only a 
few moments with a doctor, often 
required to see as many as 75 
patients a day. 
During the 14 
years of socialized medicine in 
England—a period during which 
724 new hospitals have been con­ 
structed in the United States— 
only I hospital has been built in 
England. Americans do not want 
their medical system to deteri­ 
orate in this way. Quality medi­ 
cine has been one of the crowning 
achievements of American life. 
Nothing should be done to destroy 
the initiative of the individual or 


the incentive for research which 
have wrought great advances in 
health and life expectancy in this 
wintry. 
If “ Medicare" bureau­ 
cracy should spread like a plague, 
replacing private initiative with 
Federal conformity and red tape, 
then standards would lie certain 
to decline. 


Yes, we do need to improve our 
|programs for helping older peo­ 
ple .who need help. We made a 
good beginning with the recently 
enacted 
Kerr-Mills 
law, 
which 
provides 
for 
matching 
Federal 
and State funds for medical1 cart 
for the older people who are in 
need. About half the States have 
passed 
laws 
providing 
for 
co­ 
operation 
under 
the 
Kerr-Mills 
Act. Others will follow. 
Under 
Kerf - Mills, 
the 
money 
goes 
straight to the ailing old folks in­ 
stead of being sopped up by a 
Federal bureau. Lets give Kerr- 
Mills a chance! 


The people o( America won a 
victory for medical progress, for 
sound government, for individual 
freedom, and for the American 
system of free enterprise — won 
over ballyhoo and hoax — when 
their Senators defeated “ Medi­ 
care.”

Cigarette Tax 
1$ Distributed 


ANNAPOLIS (A P) - The comp­ 
troller’s office reported Wednes­ 
day that $11,253,^3 was returned 
to Baltimore City and 23 counties 
as their share of the cigarette tax 
revenue for fiscal year 1962. 
The report was made as the 
checks for the fourth quarter of 
the fiscal year which ended June 
30 were to be mailed to the sub­ 
divisions. 
Baltimore, which is guaranteed 
that its share will not fall below 
the amount it was receiving in 
1970 before its local 3-cent tax was 
repealed, received $3,605,354 for 
the year. 
In order to meet the minimum 
amount guaranteed Baltimore b y 
law, adjustments of $78,468, $143,- 
899 and $79,768 above its normal 
share of receipts for the 2nd, 3rd 
and 4th quarters of fiscal year 
1962 were required. TTie total ad­ 
justment for the city amounted to 
$302,134. 
The distributioas represent one- 
half of the revenue from the six- 
cents-per-pack cigarette tax which 
became effective Ju ly 
1, 
1961. 
Previous to that date, the state­ 
wide tax on cigarettes was three 
cents per pack, and some local 
governments had their own levies.

Is Still Base Hit, 
Steal And Walk 


ST LOUIS (A P) - Home runs 
thrill the crowds, but a check of 
baseball records indicate that as 
the number of home runs have 
increased, the number of runs 
scored have dropped. 


Post-Dispatch Sports Editor Bob 
Broec checked the records hack 
to 1919 and reports that "major 
league ball clubs scored runs at 
a more rapid rate in the past 
when 
they 
were 
hitting 
fewer 
homers.’* 
In 1920, American League teams 
scored 5,980 runs, although get­ 
ting only 370 homers 
Two years ago, the last time 
it was an eight-team league, the 
American 
League 
scored 
5,414 
runs but hit 1.086 homers. 
National League teams a year 
ago scored 5,600 runs with 1,196 
homers. In 1921, the league scored 
307 fewer runs with 965 fewer 
homers 
A big factor in the American 
League runs surge in 1920 was 
speed. In that year, runners stole 
750 bases compared to 422 in 1960. 
The National League in 1920 stole 
963 bases and by 1961 only 468 
were stolen. 
The American League scored 
Ka greatest number of runs—7,009 
in 1936 when batters slammed 758 
homers. In I960, batters got 328 
more homers than in 1936 but 
teams scored 1,595 fewer runs. 


The figures are just as dramatic 
for the National 
League. 
That 
league scored its greatest num­ 
ber of home runs in 1955 when it 
collected 1,263 but it scored 1,447 
fewer runs than it did in 1930 
A major reason for the tremen­ 
dous runs surge in 1930 was the 
league batting average of .30&— 
everybody was getting hits—not 
homers. 
Broeg said the backbone of the 
offense still is the base hit, the 
base on balls, the stolen base, and 
the w illingness to hit behind the 
runner to move him up and to 
avoid the inning-crippling double 
play.

Cigarette Tax 
Is Distributed 


ANNAPOLIS (AP) - The comp­ 
troller’s office reported Wednes­ 
day that $11,253,803 was returned 
to Baltimore City and 23 counties 
as their share of the cigarette tax 
revenue for fiscal year 1962. 
The report was made as the 
checks for the fourth quarter of 
the fiscal year which ended June 
30 were to be mailed to the sub­ 
divisions. 
Baltimore, which Is guaranteed 
that its share will not fall below 
the am ount it was receiving in 
1970 before its local 3-cent tax was 
repealed, received $3,605,354 for 
the year. 
In order to meet the minimum 
amount guaranteed Baltimore by 
law, adjustm ents of $78,468, $143,- 
899 and $79,768 above its normal 
share of receipts for the 2nd, 3rd 
and 4th quarters of fiscal year 
1962 were required The total ad­ 
justm ent for the city amounted to 
$302,134. 
The distributions represent one- 
half of the revenue from the six- 
cents-per-pack cigarette tax which 
becam e effective July 
I, 
1961. 
Previous to that date, the state­ 
wide tax on cigarettes was three 
cents per pack, and some local 
governm ents had their own levies. 
Distributions to the counties for 
the fourth quarter, with total for 
the year in parentheses, included: 
Allegany $70,273 ($283,093). F red­ 
erick $61,574 ($248,042), G arrett 
$17,098 ($68,879), Washington $78- 
097 ($314,615).
